EN U M ERATO R FOR EACH BLOCK 


The Recount Will be Made on Monday, 


January 23. and the Returns Will 


Be Filed in City Offices. 


Next Monday. Ja n u a ry 23 w ill be 
volunteer census day in Seym our at 
which time a recount o f the popula­ 
tion of this city will be taken. 
There 
has been much d issatisfaction with 
the official report which gave the city 
a population of 0.304 which is gener­ 
a lly believed to be too low. 
It is 
thought that a careful and accurate 
recount will show a increase of at 
least several hundred over that num­ 
ber. 


Since tin* official report was re­ 
ceived a number o f prominent citizens 
have expressed a desire that arran g e­ 
ments might be made for a recount 
and several different plans have been 
suggested by which this might be done. 
L a st week city treasurer C. II. Burk- 
art, city clerk Jo h n Ilau en sch ild and 
city engineeer E. B. Douglass discus­ 
sed the ad visab ility o f conducting a 
recount and every one with whom they 
talked about the m atter stated that 
they would be willing toassist in w h at­ 
ever w ay they could. 
As there is no 
fund with which to d efray the expense 
o f a recount, several plans were con­ 
sidered and finally one by which an 
accurate recount can be made and at 
the same time does not entail any 
considerable expense has been adopt­ 
ed. 


According to the plan one citizen in 
each block will be asked to take the 
census of the block in which he lives. 
An effort is being made to select men 
who are well known and are acq u ain t­ 
ed with the m ajo rity of the fam ilies of 
the block. 
The enum erators will be 
supplied with cards upon which the 
names o f the people living in his block 
can be written and these cards will 
be filed with the clerk or treasurer on 
next M onday. 
It is suggested that 
the census, so fa r a> possible, be taken 
on M onday. Ja n u a ry “2b. 
The offices 
of the city clerk and treasurer will be 
kept open from 8 o'clock in tin* m orn­ 
ing until 8 o'clock that evening which 
will give each enum erator sufficient 
time to file his report. 
The task 
enumerating the persons in one block 
is not very difficult, and will not re­ 
quire but a short time. 
All persons 
who has been asked to a>-ist in the 
work have readily consented to do 
what they could in obtaining a correct 
census. 


It is the intention to ascertain the 
correct the actual total population a s 
shown by the recount will be given. 
W hen the various cards are filed 
with the clerk and treasurer it will 
be com paratiively easy to add the 
totals which will be done with the aid 
o f the adding machine. 
E v e ry citizen is urged to give the 
name? o f all the members of the fam- 
ib as well as any boarders or roomers 
who m ay make their home in the city 
and who are entitled to residence here. 
An effort will be made to secure a 
complete a census as possible, and 
this can onlv be done with the c o ­ 


operation o f the citizens. 
The only 
statistics taken w ill be the names of 
the citizens and the street address. 
The street address will be recorded for 
the purpose of verification. 
The names o f the enum erators will 
be published each day this week so 
that every one may know the enum er­ 
ator who will take the census in the 
block in which they live. 
On M onday. 
Ja n u a ry 2b. watefi for the enum erator 
j and see that your name is recorded. 
There are one hundred seventy- 
five blocks in the city, and already 
one hundred men have volunteered to 
take the enumeration in the blocks in 
which they reside. 
Others who are 
w illing to assist in the enumeration 
and w ill take the enumeration in their 
block can telephone their names to 
, the city clerk’s or treasu rer’s office

Wounds Received From Hands 


Woman Prove Fatal.

C arl Y. Storey, 20 years old. o f C o l­ 
umbus, Ind., who was shot by his 
sweetheart, A lice Poehler. Th u rsd ay 
afternoon at the Braden Hotel, 129 
South Illinois street, died at the C ity 
Hospital at •"> o ’clock yesterday m orn­ 
ing. S to re y ’s father and brother were 
at his bedside when he died. 
The 
young man was conscious almost to 
the last and though the attendants and 
his relatives had informed that his 
wound" probably would result fata lly, 
he expressed hope that he might live. 
Following 
S to re y ’s 
death, 
Lieut. 
Corrigan 
and 
D rillm aster 
Franklin 
took a 
second statement 
from the 
Poehler woman. 
She did not inquire 
of Sto rey s condition and was not in ­ 
formed that a w arrant -charging her 
with m urder in the first degree would 
be aw aiting In r, should she recover. 
Mrs. Poehler gave nothing additional 
to her form er statement and (-lung to 
the original story, that she had become 
discouraged and weary o f life,because 
Storey had said he was going to leave 
her. 
The young woman insisted that 
she and Sto rey were engaged to be 
married, but that he had broken the 
engagement. 
The o fficers several days ago took 
Sto re y’s dying statement. 
He said 
that he had been associating with the 
woman since December 19 09 , and that 
they were engaged to be maried. La te r 
friends and relatives persuaded him 
to break the engagement, he said, be­ 
cause of the bad reputation of the girl. 
They were at the Braden Hotel last 
Thursday, where Sto rey was to turn 
over love letters and a few presents 
to the girl. 
W h i le he lay asleep on a 
bed s h e shot him. 
Sin* then turned 
the weapon on herself. 
A ttaches o f the hospital said that 
there is no m aterial change in Mrs. 
Poehler’s condition. 
But little hope 
for her recovery is entertained. E v e ry 
precaution is being taken to keep the 
news of S to re y ’s death from reaching 
her for fear that she will make some 
further attempt to end her life.

Given Preliminary Hearing. 


H a rry Adams and C arl Anderson, 
the men charged with burglarizing the 
Malott "tore at Tunnel ton two week» 
ago, were given a prelim inary hearing 
in the Bedford C ity Court S atu rd a y 
evening and bound over to the Feb ru ­

Before being taken back to ja il the 
two prisoners were taken to Britton*« 
photograph gallery to he photograph­ 
ed. a thing they tried to guard against 
on the w ay from the ja il and while in 
the m ayor’s court, one o f them having 
his h air hanging down over his face 
until it almost hid it, while the other 
held a handkerchief to his face, pre-

burial at the C rane cemetery, jng and for a time it appeared if they 


were going to stand on their right and 
bluff the officers out o f it. but the bluff 
of C hief Jo e Pierce was a little too 
strong' and the prisoners weakened and 
stihmnt- d to having their pictures ta k ­ 
en.

o f mail addressed to the su bjects o f the United 
States these day s, as was co mmo n in the past, 
That is o ne resu lt o f Ministc r M erry ’s wo rk 
and to day he ls In the diplo matic serv ice in Co sta 
JUiea, watching his labo r bear fru it. 
President E strada is a go o d fello w as Nicara­ 
gu an s go 
bu t he co u ldn’t last twenty minu tes as 
tiie head o f a peo ple who lo v e to tight, If the Unit- 
<ed States departm ent at Washingto n wasn’t ho ld 
•tig his hand o v er the ro u gh places. 
They are 
go ing to send a co mmissio n do wn there in a 
sho rt time to straighten o u t affairs and co n­ 
du ct the first ho nest electio n the- co u ntry ev er 
had. 
Then J. F. Mo rgan & Co . will handle the 
refu nding o f the $20,000,000 bo nded debt.

The To paz Mining co mpany is an­ 
o ther pay ing v entu re. 
The chief difficu lty 
with the mining is the m atter o f transpo rta­ 
tio n. 
While the earnings o f the v ario u s mines 
hav e pro v en satisfacto ry , y et it is in the ba­ 
nana bu siness that the figu res presented by 
American ex perts pro v e amazing; they sho w 
pav ment fo r land, co st o f clearing, planting 
and harv esting at the end o f the seco nd y ear 
with an additio nal pro fit o f 50 per cent, o n 
the inv estment. 
They are indeed startling, bu t 
the men who m ake them po int to the United 
Fru it co mpany , hav ing started bu siness o n a 


hav e been fru strated. 
Bu t in the res­ 
u rrectio n o f Christ, pro phecies are fu l­ 
filled, the pu rpo se o f Go d v indicated, 
the who le scheme o f salv atio n rem ains 
Intact, the wo rld o f mankind pro v isio n­ 
ally redeem ed; and the enemies o f 
Christ are co nfo u nded and eternally si­ 
lenced, and Christ ex alted and co ro n­ 
ated as the Prince o f Life and the Co n­ 
qu ero r o f death and the grav e.

cated grav e, in the wo rld-co nqu est o f 
m ankind’s Redeemer, has 
beco me 
a 
dem o nstrated fact. 
His death u po n 
the cro ss was a federal o ffering, and it 
secu red the blessings pro mised in that . 
co v enant; bu t that co v enant became 
perpetu ally merito rio u s o nly as it had 
the ratificatio n and Go d’s u nchange­ 
able seal. 
The ato ning death o f Christ 
was a necessity no t so mu ch in a go v - * 
ernm ental sense, o r o f ex pediency , bu t 
rather as an abso lu te necessity , be­ 
cau se o f what Go d is In his div ine na­ 
tu re as being ju st, and man in his na­ 
tu re as being sinfu l and gu ilty befo re 
him. 
So that the 
resu rrectio n 
o f 
Christ was a necessity fo r m an’s ju sti­ 
ficatio n, ev en as his death was essen­ 
tial to m an’s reco nciliatio n. 
The 
resu rrectio n o f Christ is the , 
v o u cher o f the resu rrectio n u nto eter­ 
nal glo ry o f all his saints. 
“In C hrist’s

liv e, bu ild them a chu rch o f the sam e ma­ 
terial and secu re fo r them a preacher, ev en 
tho u gh their mo rals seem lax , and the nativ es 
will pro bably spend their liv es o n the planta­ 
tio n 
wo rking when they feel so inclined. No w 
and then they want to wander away and get 
all the bad whisky they can bu y , bu t they 
retu rn in time to again take u p the machete.

COUNTRY OF C O N TIN U AL UNREST 


“The beginnings o f the tro u bles that wreck 
Nicaragu a at frequ ent Interv als lie back to 
Hi disco v ery by Co lu mbu s. 
A small remnant 
o f Indians has recently been fo u nd liv ing o n 
an island near Minefields, speaking the lan­ 
gu age o f the Aztecs and hav ing traditio ns o f 
ru ling in splendid cities o v er the su bject 
tribes o f the <o ast. 
These cities, o f which great ru ins remain, 
at o nce attracted the Spaniards to th e in­ 
terio r, fo tha t fro m Panama to Yu catan no t 
tu t impo rtant Spanish settlement was fo rmed 
o n the Caribbean co a> t, and thu s the co ast 
tribes, freed 
fro m 
Aztec 
do minatio n, 
re­ 
mained almo st 
u nkno wn 
to the 
Spaniards, 
Lav ing no pro perty wo rth lo o ting. 
Lo o t was plenty amo ng the bu ccaneers, bu t 
fresh fo o d and wo men they lacked. These the 
Indians su pplied. 
Co mmercial relatio ns so o n 
grew u i), which speedily dev elo ped into an 
alliance against the Spaniards, by means o f 
which the Indians maintained their indepen­ 
dence, u ntil their chief was carried, In 1H88. 
with great po mp, to Jamaica, where he su r­ 
rendered his au tho rity to the du ke o f Albe­ 
ma rle, a nd was then cro wned 
and 
receiv ed 
ba ck his insignia as a v assal king, u nder a 
British pro tecto ra te, o f all the co ast fro m 
Chiv iqu i lago o n to Yu catan, alo ng what Is 
kno wn as the Mo squ ito co ast. 
Subject to o cca sio na l 
clashes with the Spa n­ 
iards, ma tters went o n thus fo r a century , 
each successiv e Mo squito king g o ing to J a ­ 
m aica fo r in v esture a nd to do ho ma g e. 
Fin­ 
ally , in 178 3 , by the pea ce o f Fa ria , Eng la nd 
ppeclftca lly a ba ndo ued Its pro tecto ra te o v er 
fj l o f tho Mo squito co a st, ex cept fo r the pa rt 


no w kno wn u s Belize, o r British Ho ndu ras, 
which then became and still remains a Brit­ 
ish co lo ny . 
H o w ev er,'it was o nly 14 y ears befo re the 
French rev o lu tio nary tu rmo il again 
bro u ght 
w ar between Spain 
and 
England. 
In the 
co u rse o f this, the pro tecto rate was rev iv ed, 
so that. In spite o f S pain’s beco ming later 
the ally o f England against Napo leo n, the 
three su cceeding Mo squ ito kings o f the first 
half o f the nineteenth centu ry were cro wned 
as o f o ld In Jam aica o r Belize, and did ho m­ 
age fo r their kingdo m, the last In 1S47 . 
In 18 21. after u lo ng stru ggle, all Central 
American bro ke away fro m Spain, and o ffend 
to jo in tin' United States as fiv e states, an 
o ffer which was at o nce refu sed, as the po p­ 
u latio n was no t co nsidered su fficient in nu m ­ 
ber to Ju stify ten seats in o u r senate, no r 
su fficiently adv anced o therw ise to be a de­ 
sirable element. 
The refu sal stirred u p bad 
blo o d 
against 
the 
English-speaking peo ples 
and a dispu te with England o v er the pro tec­ 
to rate, 
By the Clay to n Bu lwer treaty o f 18 50. bo th 
England and the United States bo u nd them ­ 
selv es no t to seek ex clu siv e rights in any part 
o f Central America. 
Again the pro tecto rate 
m ade tro u ble, and Lo ndo n and W ashingto n 
agreed o n a treaty by which the Mo squ ito 
co ast was to be pro tected by treaty with the 
C entral American states interested, bu t these 
refu sed the su ggested term s, and, finally , In 
18G0, Great Britain co nclu ded separate tre a t­ 
ies with Ho ndu ras riuI Nicaragu a, by which 
to the first she su rrendered abso lu tely all au ­ 
tho rity o v er the almo st u ninhabitable po rtio n 


o f the co ast claimed by Ho ndu ras, while to 
Nicaragu a she agreed to su rrender her pro ­ 
tecto rate and 
ro co gnize the so v ereignty o f 
Nicaragu a. 
Nicaragu a in tu rn, agreed to grant co mplete 
lo cal self-go v ernment to the Mo squ ito tribes, 
then o f blo o d largely dilu ted with strains o f 
white and Jam aica negro , and 
u sing Eng­ 
lish as their o fficial 
langu age. 
Nicaragu a 
also bo u nd Itself to m ake a free po rt o f 
Gro y to wn, at the mo u th o f the nav igable riv er 
by which the great central lake o f* Nicaragu a 
discharges into tho Caribbean sea, and fo r 
ten y ears to pay annu ally to the Mo squ ito 
Indians a su bsidy o f $5,000. 
After 19 y ears less than half o f the su b­ 
sidy had been paid, while in v io latio n o f the 
t*eat\ Nicaragu a had impo sed du ties at Grey - 
to wn u nder the pretex t that they were to 
pay the su bsidy , and had intro du ced a go v ­ 
e rn o r and a garriso n at Minefields, the Mo ­ 
squ ito king’s capital, and was o therw ise v ex ­ 
ing the inhabitants so as to fo rce them to 
abando n the English langu age and their lo cal 
self-go v ernment. 
Finally , after 
mo st 
inso *. 
lent treatm ent o f the British co nsu l at Grey * 
to wn, who had been appo inted the Mo squ ito 
king's agent to receiv e the arrears, England 
sent a warship to Grey to wn. 
Nicaragu a pro ­ 
tested that, as the British pro tecto rate had 
been withdrawn and Nicaragu a’s so v ereignty 
reco gnized o v er the co ast, It was no ne o f 
England's bu siness whether Nicaragu a fu ifill- 
<*’ the treaty stipu latio ns in fav o r o f the In­ 
dians. 
Bu t the captain o f the warship was 
no t mo v ed by this, and after mu ch parley the 
entire m u tter was su bmitted to the arbitra­ 
tio n o f the em po ro r o f Au stria. 
On two po ints the Nicaragu an co ntentio ns 
were u pheld, first, that the su bsidy 
o f

o rdered an electio n, with so ldiers at ev ery j 
po lling place, to determ ine finally the statu s j 
o f the co ast. 
In this electio n there co u ld be o nly o ne 
resu lt, and 
Nicaragu a 
anno u nced 
that 
the 
co ast had accepted fu ll citizenship in Nica­ 
ragu a, and, therefo re. 
British 
interference 
was a t an end. 
Fo r ten y ears, in spite o f o ccasio nal at­ 
tempts at rev o lu tio n, o ne nearly su ccessfu l, 
m atters went o n fairly at 
tRu o flelds 
and 
bu siness grew*, bu t in 19 04 there began sy s­ 
tematic attem pts to o ppress this co ast. 
As a fu rther v ex atio n o f fo reigners, the 
Mo rav ian missio naries and the

England recto r at Rlu efields, who , since the 
Catho lic chu rches hav e been harried o u t o f

Commissioner of Agriculture Raymond 
A. Pearson Sees a Movement From 


the Cities to the Country, and 


Welcomes Its as a 
Good Sign. 


Th e p lacing of unemp loy ed and im­ 
m igrants on neglected and oth er farms 
jh as been receiv ing considerable atten ­ 
tion from Ray mond A. Pearson, th e 
New York state commissioner of agri­ 
culture, th e p ast y ear. 
Co-op erating 
with h is dep artm ent are th e New York 
Central, Erie, Leh igh Valley , and Buf­ 
falo, Roch ester & Pittsburg Railroad 
comp anies, wh ich are now emp loy ing 
agricultural ex p erts to conduct ex p eri­ 
m ental farms iMong th eir lines. 
During 
th e 
y ear 
emp loy ment on 
farm s was obtained by th e state agri­ 
cultural dep artm ent for 4,576 single 
men and 122 families (th e latter con­ 
sisting of 368 p ersons), div ided among 
th ese nationalities: 
American, 
59 4; 
German, 1,406; ftish , 1,745; Russians, 
165; Hollanders, 123; Austrians, 109 ; 
Swedes, 356; and oth er nationalities, 
445. 
About h alf 
were 
new 
immi­ 
grants. 
"One of th e p rincip al reasons wh y 
farms are for sale," said Commission­ 
er Pearson, "is th at, owing to econom­ 
ic conditions, th ousands of th e rural 
p op ulation wh o were well equip p ed to 
run th e farms mov ed to th e city or th e 
v illage. 
Added to th is was th e dum p ­ 
ing on th o (» astern m arkets of th e ag­ 
ricultural p roducts of th e newly set­ 
tled western states, wh ich h av e small 
p op ulations of th eir own to sup p ly . 
Th is dep ressed p rices and for a time 
made eastern 
farming 
unp rofitable, 
and th e p eop le left th e farms because 
of isolation and lack 
of 
h elp , agri­ 
cultural knowledge, and cap ital. 
"Farm ing is now 
more 
p rofitable, 
and th erefore most p eop le are stay ing 
on th e farms. 
Th ere is also a mov e­ 
ment from th e cities back to th e coun­ 
try . 
Th e railroads, th e trolley lines, 
th e telep h one, th e rural mall deliv ery , 
and th e rural societies are bringing 
p eop le more and more In contact with

ling h illy roads and 
m itigating 
th e 
dust nuisance. 
Wh ile all th ese im p rov em ents af­ 
fect th e general p ublic as well as mo­ 
torists th e last item is alm ost wh olly 
for th e benefit of th ose wh o do not 
ride. 
To many of th ese p ersons th e 
dust nuisance is a v ery real one. road 
dust of course being both injurious to 
h ealth and destructiv e 
to 
cloth ing, 
furniture, etc. 
"Th is last cause of just comp laint,” 
say s th e queen, "was one of th ose re­ 
ferred to in th e recent women’s anti­ 
m otor p etition, p rep ared for p resenta­ 
tion to Queen Mary , wh ich h er Maj­ 
esty consented to receiv e, and with 
th e signatories of wh ich 
sh e 
was 
p leased to ex p ress h er sy mp ath y . 
"Th e p etition p urp orted to be from 
‘th e cottage women of 
th e 
United 
Kingdom,’ of wh om no fewer th an 
10,200 signed it. Th ey are women liv ­ 
ing by much frequented roads, wh o 
declare th at th eir liv es are made a 
misery by motor car traffic, th at th e 
liv es and limbs of th eir ch ildren aro

Shelbyville, Ky., Jan. 16.— A mob of 
twenty people visi 
d the jail Sunday 
morn’ng between 3 and t o’clock, de­ 
manded the keys of Ja ile r Edward 
Thompson, 
and 
proceeded 
to 
hang 
three negroes who were in<*arcerated 
in the jaii, two of whom were held oil 
the charge of detaining white women 
and th<> third convicted of murdering 
an old negro woman. 
The mob was 
an orderly one. but determined, and 
all were masked. 
Before visiting the jail the mob raid­ 
ed a blacksmith shop, secured a sledge 
hammer, a 
holt cutter and various j blood, th 
other tools. 
demanded the keys. 
The jailer fore­ 
saw trouble if he did not comply with 
the wishes of the crowd, add surren­ 
dered the keys. 
W ithin a moment the 
big doors were broken down with the 
sledge and the men were inside the 
Jail. 
They then proceeded to cut the 
bolts which held the doors of the cage 
in which the prisoners were sleeping. 
Despite the pleauings of the negroes 
they wer» dragged through the streets 
and hanged just before daylight on the 
Chesapeake & Ohio railroad bridge. 
The three negroes, Eugene Marshall, 
who had been sentenced to be hanged 
for the murder of an old negro woman 
here; 
Wade Patterson, charged with 
detaining 
Elizabeth Ruben, a white 
giil, against her will, and Jam es West, 
also charged with detaining M ary Co­ 
ley, a white girl, here about a month 
ago. all pleaded for their lives, but 
were hurried to the bridge and exe­ 
cuted. 
As they were being strung up the 
rope which held Patterson and W est 
broke and the two men ran through 
the woods nearby to escape. 
Drawing 
their gens the mob literally riddled 
the body 
of 
Patterson, 
which 
was 
found lving beside a stream. 
He had 
been shot at least a dozen times. The 
body of W est has not been located. It 
is certain, however, that he is dead.
